Other practices that go hand 
in hand with good fertilizer prac- 
tices are use of adapted hybrids, 
proper spacing, shallow cultiva- 
tion, weed control, insect and dis- 
ease control.

requires a deep,. \ydHt-^ 


drained, mellow soil well supplied) 
With organic matter. It needs a 
large supply of water during the 
short period-of the hot summer 
months. Soils that permit good 
root penetration are necessary to 
utilize the deeper moisture reser- 
ve. Addition of organic matter by 
plowing under a green manure 
crop' can increase the soil's water 
holding capacity. On the other 
hand, shallow soils can produce 
profitable yields in seasons of 
good 'rainfall distribution or where 
inadequate rainfall can be sup- 
plemented with irrigation. 


New and improved hybrids are 


being constantly tested. In decid- 
ing which hybrid to plant check 
the recommended hybrids for your 
area. The recommended hybrids 
have proven superior over other 
hybrids in the corn testing pro- 
gram .by the Arkansas Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station. 


Remember that a good stand is 


needed to justify heavy rates of 
fertilizer. Proper plant population 
should be adjuste'd. to stoit and1 fer- 
tility 
conditions. Recommended 


spacing is from 6,000 to 15,00ft 
plants per acre, with the 6,000 
slants on the less productive 
soils. It usually requires at least 
100 plants for each bushel of ex- 
pected yield. 


' Corn is subject to attack and 
Jamage by insects and diseases, 
from the time the seed starts 
sprouting. Several materials are 
used for- seed treatment to control 
diseases and for insecticides to 
'sill -insects. Your county agent 
can'furnish you latest recommen- 
dations on fungicides or insecti- 
cides to use. 


Weeds rob you of several bush- 


els of'corn each year. Chemical 
sprays plus shallow cultivation 
to control weeds without disturb- 
ing the corn root is advised. After 
the corn is knee high, cultivation 
may do more; damage than1 good1..

reacts slowly in the soil. There- 
fore the greatest crop response 
to liming is obtained when the 
lime is applied 6 to 12 months be- 
fore planting the crop. 


It is1 al'sb necess'aryi to spread 


lime evenly on the surface before 
you mix it with ttie soil. Skips or 
overlaps may result in spotted 
crop growth and yield losses. 


For best results, apply lime cor- 


rectly to your soil.

Liming acid 
soils makes more phosphate and 
nitrogen available for growing 
crops, in addition to these other 
benefits from liming; it furnishes 
calcium and sometimes magnes- 
ium for plant growth; helps make 
most plants more vigorous; and 
it favors the increase of beneficial 
soil bacteria. 


Always have your soil tested be- 


fore adding lime. It will take the 
guesswork out of the job and will 
show how much lime your soil 
needs. 


Adding lime in the fall has these 


advantages, they say: It gives 
you more time for the job, a firm- 
er footing for your machinery and 
a greater choice of fields to work 
in. Lime can be put on after soy- 
bean harvest, after corn is in the 
crip or on pastures. 


Fall liming can benefit legume 


seedings for winter cover crops.

Are you getting high soybean 


yields on your farm?; If not, why? 
Is it because your soil is acid and 
low in lime? Soybeans, like other 
legumes, like a sweet soil and 
plenty of lime. 


Since soybeans are playing a 


more important role in Hempstead 
County agriculture, many of you 
have been giving more considera- 
tion to the needs of the crop. In 
some! instances you have! us'e'd 
fertilizer and obtained good in- 
creases in yields. Recent research 
by the Arkansas Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station indicates that 
an application of lime can do as 
much to boost yields as fertilizer. 
Increases of five to ten bushels 
have been obtained from use of 
lime on soils testing strongly acid. 


Farmers throughout the soybean 


growing region of Arkansas are 
reporting increases of five to 20 
bushels of soybeans due to the 
arpper use of lime. These increas- 
es, of course, are under various 
coinditions and soils. 
In' most 


cases the amount of lime used 
was on the basis of a soil test. 


Lime not only neutralizes the 


soil acids but also supplies cal- 
cium. In recent years it has been 
determined that an adequate a- 
mount of calcium is important in 
obtaining high yields of plump 
soybeans. Calcium is also impor- 
tant in growing a healthy plant.

•emember is that the kind and 
amount of plant nutrients needed 
by a crop should first be "deter- 
mined by a soil test, then the fer- 
ilizer that contains these nutri- 
ents can be applied in the correct 
combinations and amounts.

They give fanners a big 
ger return for every acre, every 
dollar and every hour they devote 
to growing crops.

That can mean 
new cars, tractors and equipment

yields, fertilized hay is generally 
better quality with higher protein 
content," he says.

Another important dividend on 


top-dressing meadows is,.that, the 
fertilizer nutrients help lengthen 
the life span of alfalfa and other 
legumes 
in the pasture stand. 


Thus you save time, money and 
labor by not having to reseed so 
often. 


Soil scientists report that le- 


gume grass meadows use up large 
amounts of phosphate and polash. 
Four tons of alfalfa can lake from 
the soil as much as 180 pounds 
of potash and 40 pounds of phos- 
phate per acre.
